RED REVOLUTION 


IN CHINA. 


| The outcome of the struggle between Gen 
‘Chiang and the extremist committee at Hankow 
is likely to prove the most momentous event in 

Chinese affairs since the failure of Yuan Shih-Kai 
to reéstablish an autocratic government. Since 
‘that failure China has been passing through

perficially, the advance of the Southern Na- 
tionalist party seemed to some optimists to promise 
a solution, or, at any rate, a preferable alternative 
to the political stalemate created by the war lords 
and their factions, who had been fighting back 
and forth in the north, keeping the political situ- 
ation in a state of perpetual flux, with no real 
progress toward responsible government. Mission- 
ary and Y. M. C. A. opinion and what is called 
liberal opinion in this country have idéalized the 

Nationalist movement of the south as they did the 
so-called Christian general in the north. The 
notion was that the Kuomintang or People's party, 

founded by the late Sun Yat Sen and inspired by 
his ideas of reform, represented a democratic 
movement which presently would overthrow the 
military dictatofships of the tuchuns or war lords, 
disentangle China from the machinations of selfish 
foreign powers, bring about a revision of the 
alleged unequal treaties which would increase Chi- 
nese public revenues, and give an oppressed great 
nation a status of honorable equality in the family 
of nations. The missionary and Y. M. C. A. work- 
ers were largely sympathizers and moral backers 
of Feng, of the student movement, and of the 
Nationalist party of the south. The business Inter- 
estas in China were not so optimistic, but their 

Views are, of cOursé, worse than suspect to the 
liberal minded in this country and Great Britain. 
Our representatives in China and our governments 
at home have been bombarded with appeals to 
make any and all concessions demanded by the 

Chinese politicians and by no means to be in- 
duced by our supposed imperialism to show any 

intention of using force. In the United States we 

have been told that our missionary enterprises and 
our hope of sustaining friendly relations with the 
soon-to-be established republic of China depend 
upon a completa backdown on treaty rights and 
protective privileges. Eepecially missionaries and 

. M. ©. A. workers in the capital and treaty ports 

seemed to be infectéd with fervor for this policy, 

and held that Christian missionaries must hot be 

backed by gunboats. 

The inland workers were not so anxious to give 

up the support of a gundoat and landing party, 
' but their reluctance was passionately rebuked by 
co-laborers ‘Hearer a safe exit, some of whom felt 
that their brethren ought to be willing to die a 
glorious if painful death fot the faith, like the 
martyrs of old. 

This vicarious to high ideals, enjoyed 
{nexpensively by the partisans of radical nation- 
alism in China and America, still plays upon our 
policy, but the more recent developments of the 
Nationalist movement have chilled it to some 
degree. What seemed obvious months ago to 
some of us is now beginning to come home, we 
suspect, to all but the most determined doctrin- 
aires or the mast effusive sentimentalists. It was 
obvious that the Kuomintang was being thor- 
oughly infiltrated by revolutionary ideas purveyed 
'. by Moscow and that a framework of control was 
being built by Russian emissaries and their agents 
or converts in the Cantonese party. The advance 
of the Kuomintang was made less by fighting than 
by propaganda, and the propaganda was boishevism 
adapted shrewdly to the Chinese mind. The rad- 
icalisin of Sun Yat Sen was and is played for all 
it is worth, and upon his death he has been 
deified as Lenin has been in Russia. 

Against these facts, partisand of the southern 
movement and of Feng Yu-Hsiang, the Christian 
general, even after his hegira to Moscow, argued 
that the movement was not really Red and was 
not really anti-Christian or even anti-foreign. It 
was supposed not to be communistic because the 
Chinese are conservatives, believers in private 
property and inherently individualistic. It was 
supposed not to be anti-Christian because the Chi- 
nese are tolerant or indifferent in religious mat- 
ters. It was anti-foreign only in being determined 
„ petriotically to free China from the unjust impo- 

witions of foreign imperialism. 

A steadily growing volume of evidence in the 
form of harsh experience is making away with 
these delusions. There are indeed Chinese who 
are as thoroughly opposed to the philosophy of 
Moscow ad any American, men of property who 
believe in the institution of private property as 
an essential of civilized progress. There are Chi- 
nese leaders who, while they are determined even-

New Outbreak at Hankow. 

SHANGHAI, China, April 4.—(@)— 
At Hankow, where fighting occurred 
in the Japanese concession Sunday, 
there were further outbreaks by 
Chinese mobs again today. A Jap- 
anese wireless message reported the 
Chinese were storming the concession, 
but that Chinese troops were taking 
a hand to maintain order. The Jap- 
anesé. evacuation of Hankow is under 
way, and it is expected it will be com- 
pleted shortly. Twenty-five Japanese 
have gone aboard the British gunboat 
Bee for shelter. 

Canton reported there was a general 
exodtis of Americans from that city. 
They. were proceeding to Hongkong. 


The American gunboat Papanga 
reached Canton, to cover the evacua- 
tion of Americans and other 2 
while a British gunboat has gone to 
Wuchow, on the Si Kiang, or West 
river, northwest of Canton, to protect 
Britishers there. 

Detaiis of Sunday’s rioting = Han- 
kow, where coolie disturbances created

, reported a number of Japanese 
— in the concession were des- 
troyed by the mob. Five Japanese 
civilians and five sallors, carried off 
by the Chinese, are still missing. It is 
fearel that one of the sailors was 
thrown in the river after being killed. 

Thé Chinese commander, Gen. Tang 
Seng chih, apologized to the Japanese 
‘consul general for the attack on the 
concession and said that while he 
would do his utmost to maintain 
peace.and order he was handicapped 
by the presence of the Japanese sailors. 
The Japanese consul genera! refused to 
consider the request that the sailors 
be withdrawn. 

An indication of ithe bitter feelings 
agu lt the Britishers in Shanghai was 
had today when banners appeared 
across the road leading into the British 
settlement from the native Chapei 
quarter.
